of humorous newspaper history. 
He 
founded the Sedalia Bazoo in 18*>8, 
lr. the days before Kansas 
City be­ 
came a railroad center and when Se­ 
dalia bade fair to be the metropolis 
of the southwest, and for a time it 
had the largest 
circulation 
of any 
paper betw’cen St. 
Louis 
and 
San 
Francisco. Colonel Goodwin often ex­ 
plained that he 
adopted 
the 
name 
Bazoo because he 
believed 
no 
one 
would copy it. 
The Daily Bazoo long since ceased 
publication. Colonel Goodwin became 
involved in controversies 
with labor 
unions and is said to have lost con­ 
siderable money in 
the

v aged. He founded the Citizens’ alli­ 
ance, an employers* association. 
A warm friend and admirer of Eu­ 
gene Field, Colonel Goodwin started 
a movement, after the poet's death, 
to raise funds for a monument to the 
p>et’ memory.
